FROM CONSTRUCTION CREWS 
TO COOKS, HELPING THE FOLK 
FEST IS ALL ABOUT HEART

It takes a village to raise a child. 

It takes an army to raise a folk 
fest. 

That little city on the hill that 
arises every July, then quickly disap- 
pears without a trace, represents the 
efforts of a 2,400-strong volunteer 
army, led by a handful of generals. 

People like Don Snider, Stephane 
Levesque and Vicki Fannon keep the 
volunteer army busy, committed and 
well fed. 

For about a month, Don Snider 
takes up residence at the folk fest 
sites 

“We're building a small city,” says 
Snider, the chief city planner — a.k.a. 
site manager — for the fest. Preparing 
the Gallagher Park site for the festi- 
val is a seven-day-a-week, 12-hour-a- 
day venture in the three weeks or so 
before the show starts, and the point 
man is Snider, a professional produc- 
tion manager. 

“Indoor or outdoor events, shows, 
single shows, tours, festivals, week- 
ends .., this is all I do for a living,” 
says Snider. 

An €dmonton native, at various 
times he’s bought and sold posters 
in Europe, was a custodian for the 
school board, even sold computers. 
He took the performing arts program 
at Victoria Composite as an adult 





_ student, which led to his current gig 
_ as a production manager

crew that ranges from the low 100s 
in a bad year to nearly 200 in a good 
year, like this one. Remarkably, for all 
that is asked of site crew volunteers, 
there is a waiting list to join. 

The site crew is one of nearly 50 
different crews assigned to fold fest 
duties. But, as Snider says proudly, 
the site crew is “just a little bit differ- 
ent.” For example, Snider has altered 
the corporate logo of the festival; the 
four musicians have been replaced 
by workers carrying the tools of the 
site set up trade. 

Plenty of people schedule their 
holidays around the fest. Snider says 
there’s a Scottish gent who, with the 
exception of this year, flew in from 
Scotland every year for a decade to 
work on the show. Another volunteer 
came in from her home from Michi- 
gan and worked 28 days straight. 

Snider asks a lot from these vol- 
unteers; site crew minimums are 40 
hours before the festival, four hours 
on call during the fest, and four hours 
of tear down. 

“There are two things to any really 
good organization — respect and re- 
sponsibility. We give you responsibil- 
ity, and we expect you to step up to 
the pump.” 

And don’t expect to join the crew 
and slip into the background, reap- 
pearing only to hear the music and 
eat the food. 

“People come to my attention in 
two ways — either they're really 
good, or they're really bad. 

“1 look for lollygaggers and unsafe 
people. If you're a lollygagger, then 
I'll ask you to move on. It's my re- 
sponsibility that a crew doesn't

with at least 25 of those being af- 
ter the last note of music has been 
played. 

“I've had people come in and do 
three or four hundred hours of work 
before the show, party all weekend 
and never come back, then ask where 
their jacket was. 

“The rule is, if you don't do tear- 
down, you're not really part of the 
site crew.” 

Snider treats the jackets like the 
Academy treats Oscars. 

“I know my people, and | know my 
site jacket. If someone is wearing one 
that shouldn't be, we'll fish you out 
of the crowd and ask you where you 
came from.” 

Folk fest crews work hard, and are 
well rewarded with coveted jackets, 
T-shirts, and hours of free music. 

Oh, and food. Lots and lots of 
food. 


T WTY A BIG TASK 
Kedping the mane fed and watered 
is vital to the operation, and the man 
in charge is Stephane Levesque, now 
in his second year as kitchen: man- 
ager. 

The Rimouski, Que.-borm chef (he 
lived in Edmonton for eight years 
previously) learned his trade when 
working in Lake Louise at the Baker 
Creek Bistro, where everything was 
made from scratch. He worked at a 
number of French and Italian restau- 
rants before taking his pots and pans 
on the road as an “adventure chef,” 
feeding people at high-end fishing 
and hunting lodges. 

But those are smaller groups, may- 
be 20 to a maximum of 100 people. 
So fegling the folk fest volunteers, 

ians and guests of _the 


fest 


volunteers, there is the sheer volume 
of food to contend with — 650 lbs. of 
buffalo sausage, 600 Ibs, of elk meat, 
100 Ibs. of cheese. For one salad rec- 
ipe, he needs 75 lbs. of dried lentils, 
25 lbs. of onions, 40 lbs. of red pep- 
pers, 20 litres of olive oil, 15 litres of 
red wine vinegar, etc. 

He recalls his first year as kitchen 
manager “was like going to school. 

“The first two weeks I came to 
Edmonton in early June was pretty 
much doing all research, looking at 
the history of what had been done 
before.” 

Cooking for thousands of hungry 
festival volunteers — being well fed is 
one of the key perks of volunteering 
— is almost as much of a logistical 
challenge as it is a kitchen challenge. 
€ven though he has a 7,000-square- 
foot kitchen (“bigger than a hockey 
rink,” he says in the perfect Cana- 
dian-size definition) on the festival 
grounds to work with, there's not 
enough room to store everything, so 
trucks come in regularly. 

“To cook for that many people, it’s 
not panned food or deep fried. It’s a 
lot of oven food and cold food.” 

With the exception of a two or 
three items, such as bread, every- 
thing is made on site. And this isn’t 
carnival fare — you're not going to 
find a cauliflower salad with apricot 
dressing at Capital Ex. 

There are up to 70 different dishes 
for the festival. In his first year, about 
a third were repeats from the year 
before. This year, with a full festival 
under his chef’s chapeau, Levesque 
has put his own stamp on most of the 
menu (like hisamother’s maple baked 
beans, made with realsmaple syrup) 


with maybe three dishes that wereon

When she first started helping 
out, the show got by with about 300 
volunteers. As late as 1991 they had 
about 1,200; this year, she has 2,400 
helping hands to organize, divided 
into 47 major crews and a number of 
sub-crews. 

She has no problem getting vol- 
unteers, particularly when the econ- 
omy slows — when times are good, 
potential volunteers are off making 
money; when times are bad, poten- 
tial volunteers have a lot more free 
time on their hands. And they keep 
coming back — the return rate ranges 
from 80 to 90 per cent. 

If you work on the festival week- 
end, you are asked to put in approxi- 
mately 20 hours over the four days. 
Others, like overnight security, put 
in three, 12-hour shifts, while the 
people who put together the program 
book are required to put in 40 hours, 
but “they put in way more time.” 

Very few people balk at the size 
of the commitment. “I tell them we 
have very good benefits, but this is a 
pretty big commitment.” ; 

Those benefits include a badge that 
gets them onto the grounds anytime 
the festival is running, food from 
Thursday to Sunday evenings with 
Saturday lunch and Sunday brunch, 
parties on the weekends with “great 
music,” a coveted T-shirt and a pro- 
gram book. There’s even a shuttle 
service to the site. 

So what is it about the Edmon- 
ton Folk Music Festival that causes 
people to set aside their normal lives 
to work, unheralded and unpaid, for 
dozens of hours?

A friend of mine who's given to say- 
ing memorable things all the time 
memorably listed Schwartz's medium 
smoked meat sandwich — “a natural 
sedative,” she noted — among the 
lengthy menu she would compose 
for her last meal, should she one day 
be convicted of a capital crime. “If 
I'm frying,” she mused, “someone's 
going to have one hell of a mess to 
clean up.” 

Spiteful nature aside, | believe this 
erstwhile Montrealer, like countless 
denizens and visitors, holds a special 
— and probably increasingly congest- 
ed — place in her heart for the main 


product of Montreal's "legendary 
charcuterie hebraique, operating out 
of the same cramped, chaotic diner 
space on the Boulevard St-Laurent 
for 80 years. Like Leo's créme glacee 
in Outremont and Avenue St-Viateur 
bagels, Schwartz's smoked meat 
sandwiches are gustatory landmarks 
in Montreal and you could hardly 
say you've been there if you don't in- 
clude one or more of them on your 
itinerary. 

The legend starts working its mag- 
ic the moment my retinue of smoked 
meat-cravers alit at Schwartz's on a 
Saturday near the dinner hour. The 
place was lined up out the door and 
down the block in the merciless 
summer sun, despite the fact that 
Schwarz's operates both a sit-down 
diner and take-out-only side to serve 
the steady stream of smoked-meat 
pilgrims. Apparently those in line all 
wanted to sample not just the world 
famous kosher meat but some of 
the Schwartz staff's legendary sur- 
liness. As a brusque appetizer, we 
were treated to various grouchy men 
in spattered white smocks emerging 
from the restaurant to pick singles 
and groups of two out of the line to 
make sure none of the seats inside 
went empty. “How many? Two? All 
right, I’ll take you.” We felt like we 


were caught on the wrong side of 
the velvet rope at a trendy nightclub 
while the bouncer ushered in prettier 
ingénues, which just heightened the 
sense of anticipation. Could a mere 
sandwich possibly live up to the 
hype?

It was half an hour before we would 
find out, though this in itself is im- 
pressive. The deli-men’s storied lack 
of courtesy no doubt helped expedite 
the efficient flow of diners through 
the premises, a constant reminder 
to hurry the hell up and eat, then 
get out. We almost broke into a run 
from the head of the line when room 
for four opened up, quickly finding 
our seats in the long, harshly lit din- 
ing room under a mosaic of framed 
newsclippings about Schwartz's that 
completely covered the longest wall, 
across from a photo of a scowling 
employee in a paper hat emblazoned 


with the warning: | HATE SMIL- 
ING. 

Rather than one of the crotchety 
vets, our server was a handsome 
younger guy who seemed to speak 
French and English out of each side 
of his mouth and who was patient, 
friendly and witty through the entire 
experience. He was also prodigiously 
gifted as a bearer of food, as he de- 
livered complete meals for six to our 
table in one go. 

According to the people who 
had guided us there, a complete 
Schwartz's meal consisted of a medi- 
um smoked meat sandwich ($5.90) 
— medium indicating not the size of 
the sandwich but the quantity of fat 
contained there in — a side each of 
coleslaw ($2.25) and fries ($2.65), a 
kosher pickle ($1.60) approximately 
the size of a baby’s arm and a can of 
Cott’s black cherry soda ($1.80). 

Speed being the essence of the 
Schwartz experience, we weren't 
waiting long before our server ar- 
rived laden with plates and depos- 
ited them one at a time across the 
table. In truth, the Schwartz smoked 
meat sandwich isn’t long on visual 
splendour, just an unruly stack of 
deeply pink meat sticking out in all 
directions from between two small 
ovals of rye bread with a few daubs

— Schwartz's smoked meat is a con 
centrated beef experience, the meat 
having been processed so expertl 

with whole peppercorns and othe: 
spices that it seems to fall apart on 
the tongue, the seams of semi-con 
gealed fat acting as a condiment a 

much as the mustard. Match it up 
with the perfect sour pickle, tart and 
crunchy cabbage slaw and house-cut 
fries, washed down with the syrupy 

sweet black cherry soda, and you'l| 
find yourself momentarily forget 
ting how massively you're outstrip 
ping your daily recommended in 
take of fat, cholesterol and sodium 
Everything we had heard was true. | 
even saved the last crust of my rye 
bread to round up the stray shreds of 
smoked meat and shovel them down 
my gullet. 

At first unsure I could locomote 
with such a full belly, I realized I was 
well-girded for the nightlife iron 
man decathlon that-is Montreal on 
a Saturday. And when I walked past 
Schwartz's two hours later, the line- 
up still stretched down the street, 
ensuring the legend would doubtless 
live on well past the natural life-span 
of the people who ate there regu- 
larly. 
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SPILL NEARLY OVER, QUESTIONS REMAIN 





By the time you are reading this — with 
luck sitting under a warm summer sun 
on Gallagher Hill — British Petroleum's 
engineers should have been successful in 
permanently stopping the worst oil spill the 
world has ever seen. 
According to revised figures released by 
U.S. government scientists this week, almost 
five million barrels of oil leaked gushed from 
he well into the Gulf of Mexico from the 
April 20 when the Deepwater Horizon oil 
rig blew up killing 11 men until the well was 
temporarily capped July 15. That compares 
o the second worst release of three million 
barrels of oil following the Ixtoc blowout 
into Mexico's Bay of Campeche in 1979. 

The costs to fisheries, tourist operations 
and Gulf communities may not be known for 
years until all of the lawsuits are settled and 
studies complete. The cost to wildlife and 
ecosystem is also likely to be hotly debated 
for years. Some say the Gulf will recover 
within a few years, while others including 
President Barack Obama claim it is “the 





worst enviromental disaster America has 
ever faced.” 

Likely the most ridiculous statement 
came from BP's disgraced chief executive 
who descibed the oil as a “tiny amount" in 
“avery big ocean.” 

True. But to collect a portion of that “tiny 
amount" billions have been spent sending 
out 7,000 vessels, 43,000 workers, laying 10 
million feet of containment barriers, apply- 
ing 1.8 million gallons of what we were told 
was dispersant, skimming and burning mil- 
lions of gallons of oil and cleaning beaches 
and wildlife. 

So, what it was all for? The answer is only 
too apparent each time you turn the key in 
your ignition to join millions of drivers clog- 
ging roadways around the world 

Thinking about that should bring most of 
us a twinge of discomfort, knowing that our 
innocent trip to the grocery store, workplace 
or football game is part of the problem. 

We might well ask ourselves: is all this 
worth it?

Benito Still Not Talking 





When you're in politics, the first 
thing you learn is that you should 
promptly return phone calls or e- 
mails from constituents. Even if you 
don’t particularly care to talk to the 
person, or you know it's going to cost 
you an hour of your time, it's what 
you do. 

Except, of course, if you're Carl 
Benito, the alleged Progressive Con- 
servative MLA for Edmonton-Mill 
Woods. 

Readers may recall that back in the 
Feb. 25 edition of SEE, we revealed 
that Benito had broken his election 
promise to create a scholarship fund 
for Mill Woods students by using 
his MLA pay. His exact promise, as 
stated in his campaign literature,

Less Medical, More Personal 





URBAN MOM ANGELA BRUNSCHOT 
MIDWIFE OR A DOULA 
COULD WELL IMPROVE 
CHILDBIRTH EXPERIENCE 





The night before my son was born, 
the pipes in our condo froze. The 
new laminate flooring still wasn’t 
finished in the master bedroom, and 
my son's crib sat disassembled in the 
corner of his room. 

My regular obstetrician, the qui- 
etly confident and compassionate 
woman who'd guided me though 
nine months of pregnancy went on 
Christmas vacation, and I was head- 
ing into the biggest moment of my 
life with a stranger calling the shots 

To say | didn’t feel prepared to 
become a mom would be’ putting it 
lightly. But the fill-in doctor insisted. 
We were headed for an induced birth 
at the hospital. 

I'll spare the uninitiated among my 
readers the gory details of the entire 
birth, but suffice it to say it was the 
scariest, hardest, most painful 14 
hours of my life. 

Afterwords, | wondered if giving 
birth really needed to be such a trau- 
matic experience. Don’t misunder- 
stand me, I had the best of medical 
care. Indeed, the reason my partner 
and | decided on a hospital birth 
was because we were more comfort- 
able with the medical capabilities of 
a hospital ready to pounce at a mo- 
ments notice. We'd also decided on 
a pretty loose birth plan. We felt so 


inexperienced 

that we wanted to rely on the doc- 
tors attending the birth. By the time 

I realized that meant depending on 
a stranger, it was too late to change 
anything. 

The hospital birth lacked an ac- 
knowledgment of the personal and 

spiritual event that was in prog- 
ress. My partner was there though 
the whole event, but | didn’t know 
any of the doctors or staff attending 

the birth. Since my son was born in 
the wee hours of the morning, even 

the new daddy was asked to leave 
once the little pooper and I were tak- 
en to the maternity ward. 

A sense of disappointment after 
giving birth isn’t unusual for new 
moms. Besides the myriad complica- 
tions that can occur and disrupt your 
birth plan, there's also an expectation 
among women of my generation 

that giving birth will be a spiritual 
experience, That somehow by the 
end of the labour you'll be trans- 
formed into this archetypal mother 
figure. I felt mostly overwhelmed 
and worn out. 

Of course, the fact that Ethan ar- 
rived healthy is all that really matters 
in the end. But if | could do the whole 
thing over again (I cringe just writing 
those words), I'd try for a less medi- 
cal and more personal experience. 

One of the ways to do that is to 
have a midwife, a service which is 
now covered by provincial health 
care. 

“We get to know people,” says lo- 
cal midwife Barbara Scriver. “Not 
just how big your uterus is or what 
your blood pressure is like. We get to 
know people in a holistic way.” 

Prenatal visits with Scriver take up 
to an hour, and partners, children and 
other ‘family members are included. 


Scriver handles only 40 births a 
year, and only low-risk pregnan 
cies. Women with a heart problems 
diabetes or carrying multiple babies 
she refers to other health care pro 
fessionals. That's part of what makes 
the home birth safe, she says. 

“If helping a woman have a baby at 
home was always an emergency situ 
she says. “| 
don't want that kind of stress in my 
life. | can do this because the births 
are most often straight forward.” 

Some midwives do deliver babies 
at hospitals if the parents are more 
comfortable in that setting, but a 
natural birth is still the main objec 
tive. That means no epidural, a brave 
choice for any woman. Another op 


ation, I wouldn't do it,” 


tion is a doula, which is a non-med 
ical birth assistant who works with 
the doctors and nurses. A doula can 
also help after the birth with breast 
feeding and even cooking in the first 
weeks after the baby is born. Of 
course, that’s a more expensive op 
tion as it is not Covered by provincial 
health care. 

Looking back on my own birth ex 
perience, I can see how my naivety 
led to a more hectic and distressing 
experience than it needed to be. A 
little additional work before the birth 
would have yielded a much better ex 
perience, I think. But then, you neve: 
know how a birth will unfold. 

“You may not get the birth you 
want, but you'll get the birth you 
need,” Scriver says, reassuringly 
“You'll know more going into a sec- 
ond pregnancy.” 

Gulp. It's far too soon to think 
about that.

Different Food Choices Might Help Kids

[ recently read an article in the Globe 
and Mail describing some experts’ 
fears around false epidemics based 
on the revised, fifth edition of the 
' Diagnostic and Statistical Manual of 
' Mental Disorders (DSM), due to be 


1 published in 2013. As described in 
i the article, by Kate Kelland, the DSM 


_ is “a mental health bible for doctors” 
periodically revised and published by 
the American Psychological Asso- 
ciation. The diagnostic criteria in the 
DSM is “designed to provide clear 
definitions for professionals who 


treat patients with mental disorders, 
and for researchers and pharmaceu- 
tical companies seeking to develop 
new ways of treating them.” 

My commentary on this topic is 
regarding my perception of the dan- 
ger that lies in some practitioners’ 





tendencies to diagnose all too re adily, 
especially with regards to children 
Consider the controversial rise of 
ADHD (attention deficit hyperac- 
tivity disorder) diagnosis since the 
1970s. ADHD was first included in 
the DSM in 1968, and, at that time, 
was known as “Hyperkinetic Reac- 
tion of Childhood.” Many of you 
may remember the time before the 
“H” was added to the equation and 
this “disorder” was known simply as 
“ADD”: Attention Deficit Disorder. It 
was in 1987 that ADD was updated 
to ADHD in the DSM. Regardless 
of what it’s been called, ADHD has 
surely led to false epidemics, espe- 
cially in the United States, where 
conventional practitioners have been 
known to hastily diagnose children 
with the “ Some of the di- 
agnostic criteria for ADHD make me 
cringe.

disorder.”

Um, sounds like a normal kid to 
me, There are different categories of 
diagnostic criteria for ADHD, creat- 
ing the possibility for identification 


cocaine and meth are also amphet- 
amines. Considering the possibility 
that ADHD diagnoses continue to 
be handed out like candy on Hallow- 
een night and treated accordingly, 
that means that we're administering 
amphetamines to our children, often 
just for being children! | don’t intend 
to discount each parent's choices 
based on their unique situations and 
their ability to do the best they can 
with the resources that are available 
to them. I am not a suitable judge 
for the 


parents, especially if 1 haven't been

prescription drugs. It is my strong 
belief that other avenues of treat- 
ment ought to be explored before 
bombarding young eliminative or- 
gans with pharmaceuticals, which 
are anything but easy for a develop- 
ing body to assimilate 

It's valuable, for example, to consid- 
er the possibility of food sensitivities 
before anything else. Research has 
shown that common allergenic foods 
in children often produce symp- 
toms such as those listed in ADHD 
diagnostic criteria. Frequently noted 
foods include food colourings, fla-

of three types of ADHD, all of which 
get progressively more severe. The 
above noted symptoms describe a 
less severe case, but define, accord- 
ing to the DSM, a disorder nonethe- 
less. In the medical world, a disorder 
typically warrants treatment. Man- 
agement of ADHD has been shown 
to be most cost-effective with the 
application of stimulant medications 
such as the all too famous Ritalin. 
Ritalin is classified as an am- 
phetamine. For the record, speed, 


faced with the same situation and ac- 
companying challenges. What I am 
suggesting is that perhaps we are 
not spending enough time identify- 
ing our children’s particular skill sets 
while forgetting about the fact that 
sitting anywhere for any prolonged 
period is not a child’s forte. 

I feel uncomfortable at the thought 
of pre-diagnosing or diagnosing a 
child with some mental “disorder” 
for the purpose of pursuing conven- 
tional treatment that often includes 


vourings, MSG, preservatives, addi- 
tives, chocolate, oranges, cow's dairy, 
shellfish and peanuts. 1 would also 
suggest trying flower essences and 
energy work such as reiki to address 
issues of children that may be disrup- 
tive to their own lives and the lives 
of others. I have observed success in 
the application of both modalities to 
such issues as hyperactivity, lack of 
focus and concentration, irritabil- 
ity and nightmares.

“Mitch Podolak who was the director 
and manager of the Winnipeg festi- 
val, was very encouraging and said 
why don’t you guys do a festival?

ne,” Peterson continues, “who put 
it together and he asked me, when 
we were putting the board together, 
if I wanted to be the chairman.” 

As Mitch Podolak himself, the 
man who others credit with shaping 
so much of Western Canadian Folk 
Fests to come, recalls, “1980 was 
the 75th anniversary of Alberta and 
a couple of things happened. Some 
genius at Alberta culture decided 
that whatever they put together for 
a celebration for the 75th needed to 
be everywhere in Alberta and that 
it wasn't going to just be a celebra- 
tion in Calgary or Edmonton or the 
bigger communities. So, they cre- 
ated a system called the Alberta 75th 
anniversary festival for the arts and 
then they organized organizers in six 
different regions.

Folk festivals are political acts. But 
the politics is not just in the music — 
it's in the getting together of people 
to celebrate.

Either we are celebrating 
power, youth, and capitalism when 
we head out to the local stadium to 
listen to the newest pop music sensa- 
tion or we are celebrating something 
very different when we are gathered 
together at local festivals. 

The politics that really make a dif- 
ference can sometimes be the hardest 
to see. It’s the politics of our everyday 
lives: what we choose to support, and 
not support. 

The Edmonton Folk Music Festival, 
and folk festivals in general, contin- 
ue to provide an opportunity for us to 
create and participate in community. 
If the history of folk music festivals 
has anything to tell us it says that 
creative people will continue to cre- 
ate opportunities for community ex- 
perience. Will you be there? 

Michael McDonald completed his 
PhD in Ethnomusicology at the Uni- 
versity of Alberta, His dissertation, 
Back to the Garden: Territory and 
Exchange in Western Canadian Folk 
Music Festivals, proposed a descrip- 
tion of folk music, not as a musical 
style, but as an approach to music 
making. Michael is currently con- 
ducting research in France and sends 
his Folk Fest best to Edmonton.

a testimony to Harmer’s tenacity as 
an artist, but also an environmen- 
talist, as its intention was to raise 
awareness for the preservation of 
the natural habitat surrounding Mt.

Four years later, after writing 


mountains of legal paperwork ‘suc- 


| cessfully saving this environment, 


Harmer wanted to create an album 
that reflected her passion and com- 
plexity, but was simple and direct. 
That's when she teamed up with pro- 


ducer, Gavin ‘Golden’ Brown, who's 
| become renowned for producing 
| work with bands like Billy Talent. 


She created her album by enriching 
the simplicity of her folk sound — 


filling it out just the way she wanted. 


“Tl started recording Oh Little Fire 


| about a year ago in Toronto and 


called up Gavin Brown. I had most 


| of the songs written by then, but 


I'd been laying low for a while and 
decided to finally bite the bullet and 
start recording,” Harmer says. 
According to Harmer, the duo 
took the ‘do it yourself’ approach 
to recording Oh Little Fire — and 
it worked. After being stuck in a 
crowded, posh studio with execu- 


| tive’s breathing down their necks, 


the pair decided to downgrade to a 





smaller studio located in a brow: 
brick heritage building in Toronto's 
distillery district. 

“I played drums on a bunch of 
the songs on the records — like thre« 
or four songs — and Gavin was re 
ally encouraging about it. He’d tell 
me that | know what I want to play 
and hear, so being in the studio with 
Gavin wasn't like we were in some 
professional setting where we had to 
play by the rules,” Harmer explains 

More freedom allowed Harmer to 
draw inspiration from R&B singer 
Rihanna after hearing her on the 
radio. 

“They sounded amazing. They 
only have about five elements to the 
song, or maybe it just sounds really 
simple, but it’s the way that they’re 
produced that gives them such a full 
spectrum — the voice and the drums 
are the key ingredient.” 

The switches in production al 
lowed Harmer to focus on her songs 
and work with Brown to develop her 
musical aspirations. Working from 
basic guitar riffs and vocals, she was 
able to use her impulses to embroider 
her songs with new layers, produc 
ing the fuller sound she’d imagined 
Harmer released Oh Little Fire this 
past June.

Heads-up for anyone who's going to 
the Edmonton Folk Music Festival 
this weekend: apart from checking 
out the big star acts and known must- 
sees like Levon Helm, Kate Rusby. 
Jakob Dylan, John Hammond, Ben 
Harper, John Prine, Zachary Rich- 
ard, Colin Hay, Melanie and the like, 
there's another act you should try 
and catch — Vieux Farka Touré. 

In case you didn’t check him out 
when he played the festival in 2007 
behind his eponymous debut disc, 
he’s since become a much bigger 
noise in world music circles. Like 
Jakob Dylan, he’s son of a famous 
father, but one who's rapidly finding 
his own place in the international 
spotlight. The son of the late Ali Far- 
ka Touré (two-time Grammy award- 
winner whose 1994 disc, Talking 
Timbuktu, with Ry Cooder was a ma- 
jor world music phenomenon) Vieux 
has since released Fondo (2009), 
Other Roads (a remix album) and 
VFT Live (June, 2010), all of which 
are gaining him more respect and a 
larger audience every time out. Farka 
Touré is looking forward to returning 
to the Edmonton Festival which he, 
“remembers very well.” 

What stands out for him about Ed- 
monton festival is that, “it revolves 
very much around the connections 
made between the artists ... and col- 
laborations ... it's very encouraging 
of this cross-cultural exchange.” He 
found that, “a lot of fun and interest- 
ing creatively.” 

Cross-cultural exchange is the 
basis of world music in general and 
Vieux Farka Touré in particular. His 


music is blues-based with elements 
of rock and reggae, as well as deeply 
imbedded in the traditional music of 
Mali 

The people of Mali, Touré avers, 
“keep very close to their heart that 
they should never leave The Source 
(traditional Mali music), or stray too 
far from their roots.” 

For Vieux it’s question of, “if I’m 
going to add something original to 
this body of work, it’s about pulling 
influences from around the world, be 
it rock, or rap, or reggae, or hip-hop 
and trying to find the right balance or 
the right mix between the roots that 
I come from and those other styles.” 
His songs are born from that kind of 
experimentation. 

Vieux was a percussionist first, 
playing the calabash and drums, and 
didn’t really start to pick it up and 
become a real guitarist until 22 or 
23. Once his father, who was origi- 
nally against him going into music, 
became more accepting of his choice 
to play guitar he was learning from 
him more directly the style and tra- 
ditions of North Malian music. He 
started to train himself based on his 
father's style and then, once he felt at 
ease with that, it felt natural to push 
it further and put his own flair to it. 
He noticed, “there’s people that play 
in that style, with the thumb and one 
finger — a very percussive style of 
playing,” but no one was really doing 
it in rock like that so, “that would be 
a really interesting path to pursue.” 

While he cites everyone from his 
father, to the blues and rock greats, 
such as B.B. King and Eric Clapton, 
as influences, he also listened to mu-

sic that was popular “the world over,” | 


specifically mentioning Phil Collins 
and Bryan Adams 

He comes from a big family, with 
12 brothers and sisters, but his musi- 


cal family is also large. Another very 


strong influence is the Mali Kora and | 


guitar player Toumani Diabaté, who 
played with Vieux’s father, Ali Farka 
Touré, on 2005's In The Heart Of 
The Moon disc and Taj Mahal on Ku- 
lanjan in 1995. Of Diabaté, he says 
before his father passed away, he “of- 


fered Toumani to me as a stepfather | 


relationship.” Toumani really took 
Vieux as his own from around that 
time on and has been his principal 
guide and mentor in music, and not 
just on the business side, giving the 
wisdom he has about being an in- 
ternational artist but also within the 
traditions of Mali itself. 

“Mali is an almost infinite pool of 
different music traditions,” Vieux 
says, 

Toumani was really important 





insofar as grounding him in some | 


of the southern music styles, Mande 
style, things that he hadn't been as 
versed in. He feels he owes Toumnani 
everything. 

Vieux's favourite thing is collabo- 


ration with other artists. He's going | 


on tour with Taj Mahal in the fall and 
he’s worked with Pee Wee Ellis (from 
James Brown's band) and Denver, 
Colorado, blues player Corey Harris. 
He has also worked with Ry Cooder a 
few years back. 
He also loves playing live.

About 10 years ago, Peter North, 
the music director for CKUA radio 
in Edmonton, and long-time fan of 
Tyson and his songwriting, thought 
that it would be a great idea to orga- 
nize a tribute concert to him while he 
was still alive. 

“There have been some very good 
tributes made to people over the 
years, but too often, | think, it comes 
after the fact... . We start remem- 
bering how great people were after 
we've lost them,” says North. 

He thought that a unique spin could 


be put on some of Tyson's material 
by having other artists perform it. 
The first performances with a core 
band were held in February 2002 at 
Festival Place and then the Arden 
Theatre. Calgary audiences saw it 
about a year-and-a-half later. 

“Then a few other organizations 
phoned and asked if they could have 
it for corporate functions and it just 
sort of got a life of its own.” It soon 
spawned an album of the same name 
and according to North “it seems to 





have more legs than ever right now.” -

Twenty years after Joey Burns and 
John Convertino met in Los Angeles, 
and 14 since they set roots in Tucson 
and released 1996's Spoke, there are 
few cultural influences that critics 
have not pinpointed in Calexico's 
recordings. The most distinctive and 
oft-mentioned is an infusion of Mex- 
ican and Latin American instrumen- 
tation and rhythm, combined with 
a whiff of European sensuality and 
old school Americana. These influ- 
ences are manifested in layers: laid- 
back but steady drums, brushstrokes 
of strings and accordion, trumpet 
flourishes and the shimmer of steel 
guitar. 

Calexico’s albums are striking in 
their completion, meant to be played 
whole while driving through sun- 
beaten landscapes. It is unsurprising 


| that their forthcoming projects are 
| soundtracks: including one for Circo, 


a documentary on Mexican circus 
performers. 

Yet there remains a sense of a jour- 
ney with no end. In online press ma- 
terials, Burns (vocals and lead gui- 
tar) describes Calexico’s latest studio 
album, Carried to Dust (2008), as, 
“partially, the story of a writer in 
Los Angeles around the time of the 
writers’ strike,” driving through the 
U.S. with an antique road map. And 


| when a man doesn’t know what he is 





searching for, there is both bleakness 
and revelation. 

Although Calexico played Edmon- 
ton in 2003, this is the band’s first 
Gallagher Park appearance. Burns, 
who was born in Montreal, holds a 
fondness for his original homeland. 
Meanwhile, though, he and Conver- 
tino (drums), along with Calexico’s 
four other regular members, have 
journeyed across the United States 
and its southern neighbours, to Eu- 
rope and to Japan — absorbing mu- 
sical techniques and collaborating 
with numerous international artists, 
as well as with compatriots like Iron 
& Wine and Neko Case. 

The morning | interview Burns, 
he is searching Manhattan for a cup 
of coffee. It is a few days after the 
Vancouver Folk Festival, and he is 
buzzing from meeting Malian group 
Bassekou Kouyate and Ngoni Ba.

zona’s government fights to pass the 
controversial immigration legisla- 
tion that is Senate Bill 1070 despite a 
district court blocking enactment of 
its more discriminatory clauses. In 
response to a growing list of artists, 
spearheaded by Rage Against the 
Machine, boycotting Arizona in pro- 
test, Calexico has joined Artists for 
Action, which invites artists to per- 
form in Arizona to raise awareness 
and engage in social dialogue. Calex- 
ico will headline a Voter Registration 
Concert in Phoenix on Aug. 27. 

It is this need for communication 
that makes music festivals important. 
The Folk Festival setup “naturally 
protects itself as an ideal environ- 


ment for some of these issues to be 


embraced,” Burns observes. “You’ve 


got artists coming in from all sorts © 


of different backgrounds, countries, 
cultures, languages. | think that’s the 


perfect example of showing open- 


mindedness. Canadian citizens, 
American citizens — just human 
citizens. [It’s about] basic awareness, 
humanitarian compassion, [and] 
looking out for your fellow brothers 
and sisters.” 

That ethos, and some driving mu- 
sic, is all a seasoned traveler needs. 
That and perhaps humour. “[Canadi- 
ans] have a good sense of humour. 
It’s so much heres than being in the 
US.”

It would’ seem that everyone, be it 
punk luminaries such as Joe Queer 
and Keith Morris to mohawked In- 
ternet curmudgeonry, has an opin- 
ion regarding the Warped Tour. Crit- 
ics of which often cite the rampant 
corporatization and homogenization 
which they feel the tour represents. 
As Brendan Kelly of The Lawrence 
Arms famously stated, “The Warped 
Tour kills smaller concert venues 
since all the big bands go on tour to- 
gether,” while Canadian punk rock 
stalwarts, Propagandhi, paid an in- 
famous anti-tribute to the Warped 
Tour in their seminal 2005 track, 
‘Rock For Sustainable Capitalism.” 
Despite your stance, there is no 
denying that the Warped Tour has 
become an institution within the 
modern punk scene. While most 
festivals are fortunate to survive for 





a second year, Warped has continued 
to thrive for 16, playing host to such 
diverse acts as Beck, Shad, and Six 
Feet Under, alongside tour mainstays 
such as Rancid, Pennywise, and Bad 
Religion. In addition, the inclusion 
of other stages allow for the incor- 
poration of both local and unsigned 
artists 

Therein lies the dichotomous na- 
ture of the Warped Tour, somehow 
straddling a fine line between. capi- 
talistic furor and punk rock ethos 
While some may question the le- 
gitimacy of the tour, for others like 
Anti-Flag drummer, Pat Thetic, the 
ends justify the means 

“There is that reality of commer- 
cialism with the Warped Tour, but I 
would argue that reality has allowed 
many of the bands to continue to 
do the headlining shows and the 
smaller shows throughout the year 
because they're able to make a little 
bit of money on Warped Tour,” says 
Thetic. “ 
very much, but because the tour is so 


Not because they get paid 


long that at the end of it, they're able 
to make some money.” 

“Over the years,” continues Thet- 
ic, “the style of music has changed. 
More money or less money involved 


in it, depending on what year it is 
and what the happening band is that 
year, but the end result is that it is 
a collection of people who are mis- 
fits and fuck-ups who are travelling 
around the country who are playing 
music because they love it.” 

To Every Time | Die guitarist Jor- 
dan Buckley, the criticisms simply 
ring hollow 

“How on fucking earth is going on

Pianist Stewart MacDougall, who 
tickled the keys for Tyson for a fair 
number of years, is the Music Direc- 
tor for ‘The Gift.’

If you only plan to see one indie 
movie this summer which delves
